WOMEN APPEALFOR SUFFRAGE 


Heard by Senate Committee and Gov- 
ernor Asked to Help.

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Women who are suf- 
fragists and women who are anti-suf- 
fragists faced each other for four hours 
to-day before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which gave a hearing on the 
Hooker resolution proposing a woman suf- 
frage amendment to the Constitution., 

Representatives of the State Woman 
Suffrage Association, the International 
Association, Women's Clubs of New York 
City, and other organizations were among 
the speakers. While the hearing was in 
progress many of the women represent- 
ing opposing forces presented their case 
before the Governor, asking him to use his 
indirect influence, 

“Every male citizen of the age of 21 
years shall be entitled to vote,”’ the Con- 
stitution reads. Senator Hooker's amend- 
ment would eliminate the word “ male.” 

Gov. Hughes explained that he had no 
official part in the proceedings attend- 
ing the adoption of an amendment to the 
Constitution,

President Duncan’s Absence—

The Pilgrims of the United States ob- 
tained much information last night. They 
learned from Mark Twain that it was 
taking from the coins the motto “ In God 
We Trust” that caused the recent finan- 
celal panic; they learned from Joseph H. 
Choate what a poor embassy this coun- 
try has in London, and they learned 
from Whitelaw Reid, the present Am- 
bassador to England and the guest of 
honor, how very remote the possibility of 
war with Japan is, and how still more re- 
rhote is the possibility of England’s sup- 
porting Japan in such a contingency. 

In every respect the dinner was a typi- 
cal Pilgrim dinner; a ‘“hands-across-the- 
sea affair,’ with a joint toast to the 
President and the King, and more people 
singing ‘‘ God Save the King” than ‘‘ The 
Star Spangled Banner,’’ because the 
words are easier to remember. The. din- 
ner was held in Delmonico’s big dining 
hall, and the decorations consisted of 
Pnglish and American flags intertw 


about the walls. The musical selections | 
‘were not only Anglo-American, but also! the Atlantic, but also on the ocean that is 


very reminiscent, the diners joining, at 
one point, in singing the chorus of ** Annie 
Rooney.”

The first toast Mr. Choate proposed 
was that to the President and the King, 
and it met with warm applause. After! 
this the National anthems of America 
and England were sung with vigor. There | 
were three cheers for the President and 
three more for the King, led by George 
T, Wilson, who followed the football 
rules and asked the diners: ‘“‘Are you 
ready?” before starting the cheering. 
The toastmaster told a story of an Amer- 
ican who visited the embassy in London 
*‘just to see if my Ambassador is in his 

lace,”” and said he felt sure that none 
of the diners had come just to see Mr. 
Reid, but rather to pay respect to him. 

The speaker struck a serious note at the 
end of his speech by stating that it was a 
great pity that in the vestibule of the 
embassy there was no picture of Benja- 
min Franklin, “the first great American 
diplomatist.” This was a matter, he said, 
that should receive serious attention. He 
then introduced Mr, Reid, who was greet- 
ed with three rousing cheers. This is Mr, 
Reld’s speech in part: 


Mr. Reid’s Address. 

“Tt is a very great and distinguished 
company, whose portraits surround the 
Ambassador in the dingy Victoria Street 
office, and I quite agree that it should 
be completed by the addition of the first 
and greatest of the line. He was not 
Minister there of the United States; he 


was Agent of the Colonies, and that post 
was not always a pleasant one. But 
whatever the oversight of my predeces- 
sors, the present Ambassador has at least 
Mot overlooked Franklin. Whenever any 
of you do me the honor to visit me at my 
London residence, or anybody does, he 
yasses first under the finely spread mar- 
bie eagle on the portico, and as he enters 
the door he finds marble busts on either 
side, exact replicas, through the favor of 
French officials, of the original casts of 
two works by Houdon. On the one side 
is the Father of his Country, and on the 
other the printer and editor, who served 
the American Colonies as their agent in 
London, and the United States as their 
Minister to France. 

“It will be a pleasure and a duty to 
répair the omission of my predecessors 
vy adding a portrait of that neble head to 
the great group of portraits in the embassy 
office. But it ought to be selected by our 
best American authority on Franklin, the 
honored Dean of our whole ee diplo- 
matic service—and he is very much alive. 
Mr. Choate, and very young in his ninety- 
second year—a successor of Franklin's, 
Abraham Lincoln's Minister in France, 
our honored friend and townsman, John 
Bigelow. 


On Good Terms With England, 


“You probably know already that 
everything in ‘the relations between the 
two countries is now substantially as 
you would have ft. There are no serl- 
ous complications. Business relations ex- 
tend, intercourse “is more frequent and 
intimate, good will toward us seems uni- 
versal. There is no distinction of parties 
in it. That was the condition under Mr. 
Arthur Balfour and Lord Lansdowne; it 
is the same under Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman and Sir Edward Grey.

FOR NERVE DISEASES 


Brooklyn Pastor Considers Plan 
for Introducing Emanuel 
System Here.

BY FAITH AND Doctor| 


Only Functional Disorders of Nervous 
System to be Treated with 
Aid of a Physician. 


It is within the range of possibility that 
before long New York City will have a 
central building where physicians and 
clergymen will co-operate with one an- 
other in the treatment of diseases which 
are in their nature nervous, according to 
Dr. Robert MacDonald, pastor of the 
Washington Avenue aptist Church, 
Brooklyn, who preached last Sunday/the 
first of a series of four sermons on the 
so-called Emanuel Church movement. 

Dr. MacDonaki is himself considering 
whether he will take up the treatment of 
such diseases in connection with his 
chureh work in a semi-public manner. in 
that event he will have regularly estab- 
lished hours when sufferers may see him 
and receive treatment, but only in co-oper- 
ation with a regular physician. 

For years Dr. MacDonald says he has; 
been giving approximately the healing | 
treatment which is now known only in 
the name of the Emanuel Church system. 

The Emanuel Church movement is now 
in its infancy in New York. Boston is the 
centre of the movement, There the Rev. 
Drs. Worcester and McComb are its chief 
exponents, and already a regular clinic 
has been established o connection with 
their church work. Some seventy-five 
patients are treated there each week. 

For the next three Sundays Dr, Mac- 
Donald will consider the Emanuel 
Church movement or system. By the time 
he has concluded this serles he will have 
decided what step to take as to making 
the treatment in his church more or less 
public, 

“The Emanuel movement has nothing 
to with organic diseases,’’ he said yester- 
day. ‘‘These are handed over to the 
skilled physician. Only those having func- 
tional disorders of the nervous system 
are the proper subjects of the treatment.”

TRAINS TO CONEY STALLED. 


4,000 Passengers Had to Plod Half a 
Mile Through Mud.

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FIGHT IN JAPAN ON 
EMIGRATION POLICY 


Cabinet’s Attitude as Set Forth 
in Note to United States 
Arouses Opposition. 


YIELDS MUCH TO AMERICA 


Resolution of Censure Likely to be 
Introduced In Diet—Should It Be 
Adopted Government Would Resign. 


TOKIO, Feb. 19.--A sharp fight will be 
made in the Diet against the Govern- 
ment’s attitude with respect to emigra- 
tlon to America, 

The text of the memorandum of the 
Government in reply to that of the United 
States, which wag handed to Ambassador 
O’Brien to-day, hag not been made public, 
but its substance is pretty well known. 
It is understood it agrees in general 
terms with a number of suggestions made 
by the American Government and re- 
quires a further restriction of emigration 
by the practical prohibition of laborers. 

The Japanese Government points out 
that the restrictions already enforced, in- 
cluding the closing of emigration to Can- 
ada, Mexico, and the Hawaiian Islands, 
will make further complaints from Amer- 
ica almost impossible. 

Every evidence goes to prove that the 
Japanese Government has been unsparing 
in its efforts to avoid further complica- 


tions rising from the emigration question, 
but the Government is facing a powerful 
opposition from the emigration companies 
which are behind a prezers to introduce 
a resolution in the Diet to censure the 
policy of Foreign Minister Hayashi 
toward China, America, and Canada. 
Should the resolution be introduced in 
the Diet, it will probably be defeated by 
a narrow margin. Its passage would cer- 
tainly cause the resignation of the Cabi- 
net. Should the Cabinet be changed, the 
best-informed Japanese believe that a 
new administration would closely follow 
the emigration policy of Minister Hayashi. 
Ex-Ambassador Aoki, since his arrival, 
has not called upon the Foreign Office 
nor submitted a report upon the situation 
at Washington. In fact, he has assumed 
an attitude of unfriendliness to Minister 
Hayashi. It is believed Aoki-is joining the 
forces opposed to the Foreign Office. 


TAFT DISQUIETS GERMANY. 


They Call His Concord Speech a 


“ Sabre Rattle” Against Japan.

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—The cabled report 
of Secretary Taft’s speech at Concord, 


Browning, 
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TIMES, THURSDAY, 


N. H., which quotes him as declaring 
that the cruise of the American battle- 
ship fleet was undertaken because it 
was considered necessary to “‘ show the 
Orientals something,” makes a disquiet- 
ing impression in Germany. 

Mr. Taft’s utterance is regarded here 
as the “ unmasking of America’s real’ 
intentions toward Japan,” and as 
bound to aggravate the tension between 
the two powers. 

It is pointed out that the speech, 
although it was made for campaign 
purposes, emanated from the Secretary 
of War. Therefore, it is argued, its 
purpose could have been none other 
than to exert pressure upon Japan 
during the negotiations respecting emi- 
gration that are now pending. 

The “sabre rattling’ of Mr. Taft, 
after his visit to Japan, is compared 
with the tactics of another War Min- 
ister, Kuropatkin, whose sojourn in 
Japan was followed by a war. 


TAFT CONDEMNS JINGOES. 


‘“* What Under Heaven Do We Want 
to Fight Japan For?” He Asks. 


LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 19,—Secretary of 
War Taft, In the course of a brief talk 
this evening just prior to his departure 
for Washington, referred to the relations 
between Japan and the United States. 

“We are not going about the world with 
a chip on our shoulders,” said he. ‘“ We 
are not huntihg war. That is the last 
thing that this country wants. 

“As between Japan, and the United 
States, my journey to Japan convinced me 
that there was not the slightest danger of 
war. Jingoes in Japan and in America 
are largely responsible for the war ru- 
mors that are in circulation. We are the 


last Government in the world with which 
Japan would seek war. Our historical re- 
lations and our trade relations have made 
Japan a very friendly nation. 

“ What under the heaven do we want to 
Sight Japan for? Should we go into a war 
with Japan I would look-to the future with 
alarm, because we would find it neces- 
sa to expend a vast amount of capital 
and become a warlike nation. Any such a 
condition is bad for any country. 

“Reports of war with Japan should bo 
stamped upon at every opportunity, and 
that is what I am trying to do. 

‘“*Y apprehend no danger from the civil- 
ization of China, as some ‘people profess. 
The argument has been that if China 
comes into competition with us we will 
be wiped out commercially. I hold that 
the more the Chinese are civilized the 
better market they will represent for the 
United States.”’ 

Mr. Taft's speech here marked = the 
concuston of his two days’ visit in New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts.

“A receivership for the Missourt Pa- 
cific would never under any ciroumstances 
be permitted.

No Support for Missouri Pacific. 


Irrespective of these reports, which 
were denied by other Directors of the 
Missouri Pacific as well as by Mr. Gould, 
the position of the stock drew more at 


tention yesterday than at any time sinoe 
the present decline began. It has had 
practically no support, and has on sev- 
eral occasions lost several points in a day 
only to go still lower later. While the 
Missouri Pacific Directors suspended cash 
dividends at the last dividend period, they 
made the dividend payable in stock, and 
it was stated at that time that it was not 
because the dividend had not been earned, 
but in order to conserve the cash re- 
sources of the road.

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FISH DECISION TO-DAY. 


Voting of Illinois Central Stock by 
Union Pacific to be Settled. 


The Illinois Central Directors held their 
regular monthly meeting yesterday, the 
last before the handing down of a de- 
cision in the Fish injunction proceedings 
which will decide whether or not the 
court will permit the Union Pacific to 
vote its 281,281 shares of Illinois Central 
stock at the stockholders’ meeting March 
2. That decision, it ts announced, will be 
given at 10 o’clock this morning in the 
Federal Court at Chicago. 

The question of issuing $30,000,000 of 
Illinois Central equipment trust bonds, 
which was proposed as a temporary form 
of financing, was to. have come up for 
formal ratification at yesterday’s meet- 
ing, but it was learned after the meeting 
that the question was, not brought before 
the Directors. It was explained that 
General Cotinse] Dickinson of the Illinois 
Central had informed the Directors that 


in order to avoid any question being 
raised regarding the validity of such an 
issue, it was necessary to have the mat- 
ter passed upon at a meeting of the 
Directors held within the State of Iljinois. 

Ex-President Stuyvesant Fish attended 
the meeting, and renewed his objection 
to the proposed issue of equipment trust 
obligations. He also presented letters 
from several stockholders who Iftkewise 
entered objection to such an issue, and 
suggested that in its place a stock issue 
be resorted to. It was rumored after 
the meeting that it was on account of 
these protests that the Directors did not 
authorize the equipment issue yesterday.

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NO MONEY NOW FOR SUBWAYS. 


Metz Talks Discouragingly to Bronx 
Delegation—Raps Eisberg BIiL 


Controller Metz reiterated yesterday to 
a delegation from the Bronx, headed by 
Borough President Haffen, his statement 
that the city had no money to epend on 
subways in Manhattan and the Bronx 
at this time. He also declared that it 
would be unfair to ask a corporation to 
carry passengers from the Battery to 
Woodlawn for five cents, and that the 
people themselves were largely to blame 
for the lack of transit facilities, owing 
to their having urged the passage of the 


Elsberg bill. 

The Controller said that 89,000,000 will 
be needed for schools, 
plete the Blackwell's Island Bridge, $2,- 
000,000 for police stations, $1,000, for 
the Charity Department, $10,000,000 for 
Manhattan Borough, sewers and other 
absolute necessities, and $4,000,000 for 
ferries. The Fourth Avenue Subway in 
Brooklyn would have to be built because 
the city is committed to it, and that will 
cost about $8,000,000 a year for four years. 
This would mean, in the aggregate, an 
expenditure of $40,000,000 this year, 

“We had @ margin of $27,000,000 a 
few days ago," said Mr. Metz. “‘ We’ve 
contracted for improvements to the ex- 
tent of $15,000,000 more, and that leaves 
only $12,000,000, ~The estimated $45,000,- 
000 increase in assessed valuations won't 
be that, but will be about $42,000,000.

NO CRITICISM OF R. H. ADAMS, 


Piano Dispute in Board of Education 
Centred Around Expert’s Action. 


Richard H. Adams, the oldest member 
ef the Board of Education, who sent his 
resignation to Mayor McClellan on Tues- 
day, denied yesterday that his action 
was due to the dispute which arose a few 
weeks ago over the purchases of pianos 
by the Building Committee of the board, 
of which he had been Chairman for 
several years. 

“No criticism was made of my con- 
duct,’”’ said Mr. Adams yesterday, “ either 
by Commissioner Wilbur, who made the 
charges about the pianos, or the press. 

I was appointed to the Board of Educa- 
tion thirteen years ago by Mayor Strong, 
and served as Chairman of the Building 
Committee for nine years. Of all the 
work that did during that time, the 
purchasing of these planos is that of 
which I am most proud. I never allowed 
myself to be swayed by personal influ- | 
ence or any other motive, and saw to} 
it all the time that the awards were 
given to the firms that could give the 
city the best pianos for the money paid. 

‘The fact that in one or two instances 
old pianos had been palmed off on the 
city for new ones did not reflect on me 
in any way. My work was done when 
the awards were made. Piano experts 
are employed by the committee to inspect 
the goods when they are received, and 
gee that they are as they should be. It 
would not have done any good for me 
to have done this work, for I am not a} 
plano expert, and would not know 
whether I was being cheated or not.”

Its Reopening to be Duly Applied :for 
and Probably Granted—We've Re- 
formed, Why Shouldn’t Japan?

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The news that 
the Administration is watching with con- 
cern the advance of Japanese interests in 
Manchuria, and the bearing of that ad- 
vance upon American commercial inter- 
ests in the Far East, was one of the chief 
topics of discussion here to-day. This 
Government regards all the powers inter- 
ested in the Far East as abundantly 
bound to the principle of the open door 
through the assents given in response 
to the notes of the late Secretary Hay 
of July 8, 1900, and subsequently. To 
the propositions laid down in the first of 
those notes Germany, Great Britain, 
France, Russia, Italy, and Japan ad- 


hered, and until the advance of Japan in | 


Manchuria began, after the close of the 
war with Russia, there was nothing to 
indicate in any, way that any recession 
from that agreement might occur. 

Even now it is emphatically declared 
by well-informed Japanese that no vio- 
lation of the open-door principle is con- 
templated by them in Manchuria; it is 
even stated that if any specific complaint 
is raised as to discrimination agajhst 
American interests by Japanese in Man- 
churia, such complaint will be redressed 
as effectively as possible, and as soon as 
possible by the Japanese Government, 

A number of complaints have reached the 
State Department of such discriminations, 
but as yet they have not been the sub- 
ject of diplomatic representation in Tokio. 
One of the most serious of them concerns 
the system of rebates offtcially proclaimed 
by the South Manchurian Railway—the 
Japanese Government road, This sys- 
tern provides a rebate of 1 per cent. for 
any shipper whose freight bills amount 
to $50,000 a year, 2 per cent. on annual 
freight bills of $100,000, with increases 
to 7 per vent. on annual bills amounting 
to $250,000 or more,

She is the dreamy, wistful maiden, wan- 
dering, uncertain, unhappy; and her de- 
notement of the veiled and mysterious 
character is of much beauty and plastic 
grace. In places, as in the difficult scene 
with the wounded Golaud, and in the scene 
in which he does her yroience, she rises 
to a height of tragic power that ought to 
put her among the greatest of lyric ac- 
tresses.

j A Trace of Optimism. 

* Most of the advice given by brokers 
© their customers yesterday was along 
the lines of the professional attitude 
already indicated, but there was no varia- 
tion from the extreme conservatism that 
‘fs now so evident in all advices by mem- 
bers of brokerage houses. There is, per- 
haps, a trace of optimism in the broker's 
attitude, which, however, is skillfully con- 
wealed, and has its complement in the 
pessimism of the trader, being a little 
more accentuated. There is more trading 
4n 100-share lots in the average office 
‘than its usual, and men who would ordl- 
narily take on 500 shares are content 
with the unit of trading. Some of the 
Western houses are particularly emphatic 
fn their declaration that business is about 
@s bad as it can be, but at the same 
‘timé they regard it as logical, nor do they 
exaggeraic its seriousness. It is pointed 
out that there have been many periods 
fn the market, even in better times, when 
trading was quite as dull as it is now and 
when traders werp just as blue. It might 
be added, however, that this {s by no 
means the general attitude, and the pre- 
Veiling fecling might be described as 
“discouraged.

Unofficial Steel Figures, 


‘According to unofficial figures pub- 
Mshed yesterday there is a possibility that 
the earnings of the Steel Corporation for 
January will show a decrease of ap- 
proximately $7,000,000 over the figures for 
the corresponding month of last year. 
This seems to be a little bit startling, 
but thé further analysis submitted neu- 


tralizes to some extent the bad effect 


of such figures. It is pointed out that 
if the earnings of the corporation for 
January reach a total of approximately 
$6,000,000 it will show an improvement 
over the December figures, and any im- 
provement under the circumstances muat 
be acceptable. It has been noted from 


time to time that Steel men are present- 
“ing a brave front and not talking depres- 
* gion as loudly as others, and for the most 
part not at all. Naturally, it is admitted 
that the earnings for the first quarter of 
this year will compare unfavorably with 
the earnings of the first quarter of 1907, 
but the comparisons that will have weight 
are the month to month comparisons, 
showing the development of better busi- 
mess and general impfovement. This, it 
is hoped, will be indicated.

* Tilinois Central Equipment Issue. 


Although no official action was taken 
the statement by Mr. Harriman after the 
Wiinois Central Directors’ meeting that 
there had been a-discussion of the Iis- 
suing of $30,000,000 of equipment obli- 
gations was accepted as conclusive as to 
the eventual action of the board. This 
served to verify the various statements 
which have been made on that particular 

“point. Those interested in Illinois Central 
are: waiting anxiously for the affairs of 
that company to be shaped up definitely, 
and the various vexed questions settled. 
Tt is not so much a matter of interest 
to the average trader, for whom such 
high-priced stocks as Illinois Central are 
a little too rich.

Net Earnings and Money Outlook, 


Further evidence of a slightly firmer 
tendency in call money was noted yester- 
day, and brokers remarked that the offer- 
ings were not so large or so varied, al- 
though no particular explanation was 
offered to explainit. There is one obvious 
suggestion, and that is that the prepara- 
tion for the payment of the new city 
bonds interferes to some extent with the 
amount of money available in the open 
market. The time money situation, how- 
ever, has no special influence, and no ad- 
vance in rates to a point very much higher 
than the present rates is expected. The 
further reduction in the price of copper 
metal attracted attention and excited 
speculation as to the ultimate price at 
which lake and electrolytic copper would 
sell, All the adverse factors possible to 
imagine have been developed in the copper 
situation, but of course a continued re- 
cession in the price of the metal woud 
defer further the point of substantial re- 
covery. Another point not at all con- 
ducive to enthusiasm is the bad showing 
in the matter of railroad earnings. These, 
however, are expected.

Apricot and Strawberry Pulp Pays 
High Duty—Other Dicisions. 


In a decision by Judge Watte, the Board 
of United States General Apppaisers over- 
ruled yesterday various claims filed by 
Habicht, Braun & Co. and others of New 
York, who objected to the imposition of a 
heavy duty on apricot and strawberry 
pulp. 

The merchandise was returned for duty 
ander the provision in the tariff for 
“frult preserved in its own juice.” This 
classification calis for duty at the rate of 
1 per cent. per pound and 85 per cent. ad 
valorem, It was alleged by the importers 
that the pulp is dutiable either as “ jel- 
lies” or else as ‘‘fruit preserved in 
sugar.’”’ Other claims for lower duty were 
also made, but none of them is deemed. 
adequate by=the board. 

A decision was handed down by General 
Appraiser Hay overruling a protest filed 
by the American Express Company. The 
protest related to paraffin wax, a product 
of petroleum, imported from Germany 
and elaimed to be free of- @ty, or if not, 
to be dutiable under the countervailing 
paragraph of the Dingley tariff, at a rate 
equal to that imposed by Germany upon 
like products of the United States.
